" Washington, April 22—The Senate 
committee on foreign relations today 
took up 
the consideration 
of the 


course of action 
to be pursued in 


dealing with President 
Castro and 


/the claims against 
Venezuela. Al- 


though the state department 
insists 


that nothing is. being done, looking 
toward a hostile .demonstration, yet 
the Dubuque and/Paducah h£ve been 
ordered to La Guayra from Haytian 
waters, and the Des Moines will prob- 
ably follow in a few days. The pres- 
ence of bubonic plague in Venezuela 
-just now, however, is a greater pro- 
tection to Castro than his fighting 
men. 


"Washington, April 22-—An Ameri- 


can war vessel will be sent to Ven-' 
ezuelan waters, but her mission is to 
be an entirely peaceful one. The clos- 
ing of the port of La Guaira because 
of the existence of what is believed to 
be bttbojaic plage there, .'has,-made it 


'•necessary for the state department to" 


hava*«t hand some vessel to be used 
as a dispatch boat by Minister Russell 
in .sending messages, to Curacao,' of 
Port of Spain, Trinidad, and for tak- 
ing cablegrams to him from the state 
department. 


One of the smaller guruboats now 


in West Indian waters will be utilized 
~f or this purpose. This vessal will ply 
between Porto Cabello .and the near- 
est cable station. Puerto Cabello, ac- 
cording to Minister Russell's dispatch. 
to the state department, today is still 
open. 


That no plans have been matured 


to govern intercourse with Venezuela 
in. the fuliure was stated "by the state 
department officials. Minister Rus- 
sell, it is'said -here, probably will not 
leave Caracas, pending possible ac- 
tion by the United States Congress on 
the American claims now pending be- 
fore the Senate committee on foreign 
relations. It is -understood this com- 
mittee is to deal with the Venezuelan 
question today. It is also understood 
at the state department .that this ac- 
tion may take the form of a resolu- 
tion authorizing the president to use 
whatever means he may deem neces- 
sary to bring President Castro to a 
realization of the necessity of comply- 
ing with the American demands for 
arbitration. 


Should such an authorization be 


made, the course to be decided will 
then be taken up. It is staled that 
there is little likelihood of extrem? 
measures being resorted to. 


It is said at the state and navy de- 


partments that the .question of semi- 
ing a cruiser or other naval vessel to 
Venezuelan waters is noc contem- 
plated and will not be considered un- 
less the situation changes.

AT 10 O'CLOCK LAST NIGHT 


George Prikogan, Roumanian, Arrested 


by Police Wednesday Morning 


and Charged With the Crime 


Trouble Occurs During a Brawliin House of 01 


Repute Located at 28 East Street 


Occupied by Mary Thompson. 


Matt Hurley, colored, aged 40 was 


murdered Tuesday night in. a, brawl at 
the house of Mary Thompson, colored, 
•living at 28 East street, south of the 
B. and O. depot. The murder oc- 
curred shortly after 10 o'clock Hur- 
ley dying wjthin fifteen 'minutes after 
being shot in the left side 
of 
the 


abdomen. 
George Prikogan, a Rou- 


manian, aged 23 was arrested at 2 
o'clock Wednesday morning, after be- 
ing identified by the woman of the 
house, and charged -with the crime. 


Mary Thompson and Sadie Target, 


the latter a white woman, who has 
been staying at the Thompson house, 
were locked up Wednesday" morning 
after identifying Prikogan "as the man 
who, 
they allege, did the shooting. 


Ah Advocate reporter interviewed' 


rhe women Wednesday morning and 
found that their stories of "the murder 
differed slightly as to certain minor 
details, while -in general the 
facts 


tallied in their statements. 


In the police investigation Tuesday 


night, it seems that their statements 
differed considerably as to the circum- 
stances leading up to the shooting of 
Hurley. 


The story told by the two women is 


to the effects that early in. the even- 
ing Hurley and the Thompson "woman 
were playing , cards in, .the front room 
of.-iba fcouse. ; The iwomen/deciaedrto- 
retire early and, according to their 
story, the Target woman went to her 
room which, is the back room of two 
on the second floor. Hnrley occupied 
the front room, while the Thompson 
woman slept in the front room down 
stairs. • 


It is claimed that the Thompson 


woman called to Hurley t about 10 
o'clock and told frim there was some- 
body -knocking at the door and for 
him to see-about it. Hurley had Ms 
clothes on and went; down stairs to 
the .back door where, it is claimed, lie 
admitted Prikogan. The Target wo- 
man came down stairs after Hurley 
and the four went into the front room. 


Sadie Target stated 
'Wednesday 


morning that they sat there and talked 
for nearly three-quarters of an hour, 
when Hurley told the foreigner that 
the women were tired from working 
all day and wished to retire, and 
asked him to -leave. She said that 
after a little while Prikogan said 
that she would go and started toward 
the kitchen door. She said that she 
saw Hurley extend his Hand at 
the 


same time bidding the man good 
night. Just, at that 
juncture, she 


said, the caller, Prikogan, pulled a 
blue steel revolver and -shot, then 
turned and ran out the walk leading 
from the rear of the house toward the 
33. and O. tracks. 


Hurley then staggered into 
the 


front room holding his Hand over Ms 
abdomen crying that he had been shot. 
The women stated that they tried to 
quiet him and placed him on a couch. 
The Thompson woman ran to a tele- 
phone for a doctor, so she stated, and 
left Mrs. Target to bath Hurley's head. 
The Target womad said tb?t within 
possibly tea or fifteen minutes after 
the shooting, when she offered Hurley 
some water, he refused it and ex- 
pired. 


Criss Bros. & Jones' ambulance, 


Drs. W. E. Wiyiarch and C. F. Legge 
and the police patrol were summoned, 
tiie police headquarters getting the 
alarm from Wells' saloon by tele- 
phone. The man was dead when the 
physicians arrived. 


A careful search of the premises was 


instituted under the direction of Po- 


lice Captain 'Bell, and the women werai 
loaded into the patrol 
'Wagon 
and 


started for the Wehrle lodging nouses. 
It was in the West End foreign settle-' 
ment that Prikogan was identified by; 
the women and taken into custody. 
; 


The searchi of the house resulted ins 


.the finding of a bundle 
of 
' blood 


covered clothes ,and handkerchiefs in 
•the room of the white woman, Sadie 
Target. When confronted with, these 
by .the officers the •woman stated that 
she had used them that evening whenf 
she had an attack of nose bleeding; to 
which, she claims, gne Is subject quite 
frequently.

city prison but later it was deemed! 
advisable to remove the Target •wo- 
man to the county jail.

MUSHROOMS 


Will Soon be Ready to f^i-k— 


tiou uf Several of tlio TootJisojne 


Species. 


The srason for the delicious sprii'g 


mushroom is now upon us, and wo 
have a few reports that they may be 
found already in the more exposed 
places, such as along1 the river ibot- 
toms. They naturally make their ap- 
pearance first in the second bottoms 
that are liable to overflow, nnd if the 
weather is at all favorable to starting 
the mycelium it conies forward very 
rapidly in the loam and silt that h>is 
been deposited by the receding waters 
for it is a natural hotbed. 


In about ten days after the H.yer 


bottom mushrooms are up the>' ap- 
pear in the deep woods and other un- 
exposed places that 
may 
have the 


quality of soil necessary to produce 
this species of fungus. 


This species of mushroom is so well 


known that a description is hardly 
necessary, but any of the fungi that 
partake of the nature of the honey- 
comb mushroom are edible and may 
be eaten with perfect safety. 


The Morchella 
family 
of 
•which 


there are many members and which is 
the group mentioned 
above, has a 


first cousin that is indigenous to this 
vicinity and is little known, but. has 
edible qualities that quite surpass the 
well known Morrels. We refer to the 
Helvella family of fungi, and the one 
that is now appearing under 
the 


name of "Gyromitra, brunnea" 
is 


about as plenty as the common Mor- 
rel. 


The reader is advised not to tackle 


the naaie as spelled above, but if you 
succeed in identifying this species you 
will certainly have, a morsel fit for 
kings or the hired hands. 


The writer, in company "with an- 


other mushroom enthusiast, got one 
of the Helvella species last season 
that weighed IT ounces, and this kind 
is always considerably larger thai the 
Morrels. 


For purpose of identification it is 


described as follows: 


Helvella family—Thfs group called 


in botanical language, 
Helvellaceae, 


contains such striking forms as the 
Morels already mentioned above. The 
species called Gyromitra are at onc'i 
to .be r-ecognized by their similarity to 
the Morels .by having the same qual- 
ity of flesh and hollow walls, 
but 


ranch thicker than the Morels. The 
cap is covered by the spore bearing 
layer, and is of a peculiar lobed 
or 


irregular form and the surface 
is 


covered with gyrose wrinkles, wnere- 
as the Morehellas have pits formed by 
longitudinal and transverse •wrinkles. 
The Gyromitra have y. cap of red- 
orange color—a deep shade. The 
mushroom is so irregular of form 
1'iat no-description of its shape will 
serve; only illustrations would make 
this point clear, but if 
any fungus 


shows up the general characteristics 
of the common spring mushroom, and 
is covered with ill shaped 
excress- 


ences or lobes that are "warty" you 
have the Gyroinitra.' And it's good.

TEXAS COUNTRY 


Described in an Interesting Letter 


From Former Newark Lady Now- 


ill the Lone Star State. 


Angleton, Texas, April 17.—I prom- 


ised many readers of the 
Advocate 


when ijleft Newark that 1 would write 
a letter for our home paper, so after 
almost three months absence, I will 
attempt to make my promise good. 


My husband, children and I left 


Newark January 10th, and arrived in 
Houston, Texas January 10th. 
We 


stopped there one'week ane were very 
much pleased' with the city. It is a 
beautiful and plesant place 'to live. 
Arrived at Angloton, Texas, January 
17, 47 miles southeast of Houston on 
the I. N. G., also Brownsville rail- 
road and 16 miles west of the gulf. It 
is a small town of 1,200 people and is 
the county seat of Brazorla. While it 
is not such a beautiful town, yet it 
could be improved. We need north- 
erners here, although there is a large 
number of them'heje now, and more 
coming all the time. 


We have a large ana very nice 


court house, our churches for the 
white and one for the colored, and a 
large school for white and also a. 
small school for the colored^ children, 
although there are not m^ny of them 
here. We have one 'paper printed 
twice a week published by a northern 
man, and a dozen 
different 
scores, 


groceries, meat shops, blacksmith and 
tinshop, livery stables and notels. 


We have rented twenty acres, half 


mile southeast of town with cottage 
and barn, and have plan-ted four and 
one-half acres with all kinds of vege- 
tables/and also cotton. Can not farm 
so much land here as in the north 
for we can raise three and four crops 
in one year on the came land. So far 
everything we have planted is doing 
well. 
Potatoes and other garden 


truck is on 'market now, but was 
planted in January. Strawberries were 
on market in March. Dewberries now 
and are plentiful I could name many 
kinds of fruit but will-not make my 
letter too long this t:me. Will say this 
for Texas. It is a beautiful country 
and a great, climate. Three "deaths in 
this place in two years—two -elderly 
people and one small child. It is not 
a swamp as has been told. Any one 
•that ever looked on -a prairie knows 
it is level and rain could not run off 
as ast as on a 'hill. But we have some 
drains and now they, have passed 
a 


law for drainage all over this part of 
Texas, and are preparing to put them 
through right away. 


Land has advanced in price since we 


came here from twenty to forty-five 
dollars per acre, and the lortherners 
think land is cheap at that The soil 
is dark and some sandy. 'Most every- 
thing can be raised"* here if 
tended 


right "People will have to come and 
stay a while to appreciate this place. 
Then they would not live in:the north 
again. Always a breeze from the gul., 
and flies and mosquitoes are no worse 
here than in the north. Will close with 
good wishes for the Advocate and my 
Newark friends.

An Advocate representative called 


on Probate Judge Blister and asked 
him what he thought awut the opin- 
ion said to have been, expiessed by 
Attorney General Ellis concerning the 
constitutionality of the Harper Blind 
Pension law recently passed by the 
Legislature. Judge Blister said: 


"In ray view the opinion of4 
the 


Attorney General is merelj an opin- 
ion and has no binding force until sus- 
tained by a proper court. The Blind 
Pension Commission should go ahead 
until the Supreme Court decided the 
matter. 


"In my opinion the law is constitu- 


tional and the former law was con- 
stitutional; that the Supreme court 
decided the former 
law unconstitu- 


tional because they said it was using 
public money for a pnvate purpose. It 
seems to me that that ruling would 
abolish all the state public institu- 
tions, like the blind asylum, the deaf 
and dumb asylum, the imbecile asyl- 
um, etc., for the 
money 
expended 


there is public money and is used for 
a private purpose in caring for the 
afflic*ed ones of the state, just 
as 


much as in the case of the blind pen- 
sion law. The only difference is that 
in these asylums the beneficiaries are 
taken from their 'homes and collected 
in the institutions, whereas under the 
blind pension law, they remain 
at 


home and receive a certain su*n year- 
ly. What difference that makes in 
the principle stated, th't it is using 
public money for a private purpose, it 
would be very difficult 
to say. In- 


deed it would seem that the difference 
between spending public money for 
blind people in a state Institution and 
at their homes is a difference between 
tweedle-de-dum 
and 
tweedle-de-dee. 


Moreover, statistics show that it costs 
much more to maintain people in 
state institutions than to pay them 
the pension allowed 
them at their 


homes 
In my opinion the blind pen- 


non law i3 a most excellent and just 
law and ought to be sustained."
